Supreme  Court  Begin  I960 Session 


Y Senate  Committee 
To  Ask  for  Support 
Of  ‘No  Aid’  Verdict 

A resolution  that  the  ASBYU  Senate  formally 
announce  its  support  of  the  Board  of  Trustee’s  decis- 
ion to  reject  federal  aid  for  student  loans  will  be  pre- 
sented at  Monday’s  Senate  meeting  at  7:15  p.m.  in 
235  Esrring  Science  Center,  according  to  Senator  Doug 
Rhoton. 

TO  BE  READ  at  the  meeting  by  sophomore  Sen- 
ator Dave  Ferrell,  the  resolution  was  drafted  by  Sen- 
ator Rhoton,  freshman  class  president,  after  research 
tvas  done  by  the  Senate’s  Greater  Cdlnmunity  Com- 
mittee. 

The  resolution  also  includes  the  statement  that 
"the  ASBYU  Senate  especially  regards  both  the  loy- 
alty oath  clause  and  the  concept  of  federal  aid,  with 
the  inevitable  federal  control,  as  a double  threat  to 
the  rights  of  the  individual  and  to  the  public  as  a 
whole.” 

UNDER  THE  provisions  of  the  National  Defense 
Education  act  passed  by  Congress  in  the  fall  of  1958, 
college  students  would  be  able  to  borrow  up  to  $1000 
year  for'  college  education 


WASHINGTON,  Jan.  11  — 
(UPI) — The  Supreme  Court  re- 
convenes Monday  after  its  holi- 
day recess  with  decisions  await- 
ed in  some  30  cases  involving 
espionage,  race  conflict,  citizen- 
ship and  other  issues. 

Later  in  the  week,  the  nine 
justices  will  hear  arguments  on 
the  constitutionality  of  the  1957 
Civil  Rights  Law,  which  permits 
the  federal  government  to  en- 
force Negro  voting  rights.  At- 
torney General  William  P.  Rog- 
ers will  represent  the  govern- 
ment. 

FEDERAL  JUDGE  T.  Hoyt 
Davis  of  Americus,  Ga.,  ruled 
last  April  that  the  statute  was 
unconstitutional. 

Among  the  more  important 
cases  up  for  decision  is  the  dis- 
pute between  the  United  States 
and  five  Gulf  Coast  States  over 
ownership  of  the  rich  offshore 
oil  lands.  The  government  wants 
state  ownership  confined  to  a 
three-mile  belt  around  the  coast- 
line. The  states  claim  as  far  out 
to  sea  as  three  leagues  or  lOlii

A group  of  cases  vitally  impor- 
tant to  the  military  services  will 
determine  whether  the  480,000 
dependents  and  other  civilians 
living  abroad  with  the  armed 
forces  arc  subject  to  trial  by 


court-martial  for  non-capital  of- 
fenses. The  court  previously  has 
ruled  that  in  cases  involving  the 
death  penalty  dependents  must 
be  given  a civilian  trial. 

IN  ANOTHER  personal  liber- 
ties case,  the  High  Court  has 
been  asked  to  decide  whether 
Congress  can  take  away  the  citi- 
zenship of  a native-born  Ameri- 
can if  he  goes  abroad  to  escape 
military  service. 


Scientists  Discuss  Satellites, 
Rockets  at  Space  Conference 

NICE,  France,  Jan.  11 — (UPI) — More  than  200  sci- 
entists from  the  United  States,  Russia  and  16  other  coun- 
tries met  here  today  to  begin  a week  long  conference  in- 
tended to  widen  man’s  window  into  space. 

THE  FIRST  INTERNATIONAL  space  congress  ex- 
pected to  hear  of  the  latest  explorations  of  the  universe 
by  American  and  Russian  rockets  and  satellites  and  to 
discuss  further  ventures  toward  the  moon,  the  planets  and 
eventually  the  stars.

The  act  provided  that  the  gov- 
ernment would  supply  90  per 
cent  of  the  loan  money  and  the 
participating  university  would 
supply  the  other  10  per  cent. 

RRIGH.AM  YOUNG  Univer- 
sity's president,  Dr.  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson,  announced  the  Board 
of  Trustee's  decision  not  to  ac- 
cept the  federal  loan  program, 
last  April  3. 

In  a studentbody  assembly 
Pres.  Wilkinson  cited  four  reas- 
ons for  the  Board’s  rejection  of 
the  government  plan.  The  four 
reasons  are  also  included  in  the 
Senate  resolution. 

THE  REASONS  were  (1)  the 
United  States  does  not  own  mon- 
ey; money  comes  from  the  tax- 
payers, (2)  federal  loan  funds 
would  probably  be  accompanied 
by  federal  control,  (3)  offers  are 
so  liberal  that  students  might

(ACP) — “To  sign  or  not  to  sign”  has  replaced  “to  eat  or 
not  to  eat”  as  the  top  topic  in  the  collegiate  press  now  that  the 
cranberry  crisis  is  more  or  less  resolved. 

Educators,  individual  students  and  student  groups  are  tak- 
ing a stand  on  an  old  and  touchy  subject — loyalty  oaths.  This 
time  the  debate  is  in  connection  with  the  loyalty  oath  provis- 
ions of  the  National  Defense  Education  Act  which  makes  it 
necessary  for  a student  to  sign  a loyalty  oath  and  affidavit  in 
order  to  obtain  a federal  loan  under  the  National  Defense  Stu- 
dent Loan  Fund  set  up  in  1958. 


STAFF  WRITER  Barbara 
Froehlich,  “The  Ohio  State  Mor- 
ning Lantern,”  reviews  the  sit- 
uation: “Ohio  State’s  reluctance 
to  withdraw  from  the  program 
because  of  the  affidavit  is  under- 
standable in  the  practical  sense, 
since  its  National  Defense  Stu- 
dent Loan  program  is  so  heavily 
supported  by  the  government 
($250,000  a year).  However, 
many  educators  have  hopes  that 
during  the  next  session  of  Con- 
gress, the  requirement  will  be 
revoked. 

“With  the  possible  increase  in 
Federal  aid,  many  educators  fear 
that  if  the  loyalty  affidavit  is 
kept,  there  will  be  an  increase, 
in  stipulations  in  order  to  receive 
future  benefits. 

“TWO  MAIN  differing  opin- 
ions have  evolved  concerning 
the  issue.  One  viewpoint  may  be 
exemplified  by  former  Senator 
John  W.  Bricker,  a University 
Trustee,  who  feels  that  since  the 
taxpayer’s  money  is  being  used, 
the  signing  of  such  an  affidavit 
is  the  least  a recipient  of  a stu- 
dent loan  can  do. 

“Along  this  same  line,  many 
feel  that  the  government  has  a 
right  to  be  assured  that  benefic- 
iaries of  its  loan  program  are 
loyal  Americans.” 

STUDENT  LIFE  editors,  Wash- 
ington University,  plead  for  re- 
pudiation: “WU  should  be  the 
next  university  to  repudiate  the 
loyalty  oath  connected  with  stu- 
dent loans  financed  by  the  Fed- 
eral Governmeht.  The  fact  that 
WU  is  a privately-endowed  uni- 
versity makes  the  repudiation  of 
the  oath  even  more  necessary. 
Because  it  is  not  tax-supported, 
the  University  has  no  govern- 
mental restrictions  with  regard 
to  the  character  or  beliefs  of  the 
students  who  may  enroll. 

“In  effect,  by  restricting  Fed- 
eral loans  to  those  who  sign  the 
oath,  the  University  is  excluding 
the  pursuit  of  education  by  those 
students  who  are  unable  to  fin- 
ajice  their  ' education  except  in 
this-  manner  and  who  conscient- 
iously must  reject  the  oath  . . . 

“No  funds  are  so  important 
that  an  oath  of  loyalty  is  neces- 


sary for  their  distribution.  WU’s 
administration  should  recognize 
this  and  repudiate  the  oath  im- 
mediately.”

Mention  of  the  loyalty  oath 
clause,  which  requires  a loan  ap- 
plicant to  sign  an  affidavit  cer- 
tifying that  he  is  a loyal  Amer- 
ican, was  not  made  by  Pres.  Wil- 
kinson at  that  assembly.

Community  Committee,  which 
investigated  the  loan  situation, 
are-  Senators  Ferrel,  Rhoton, 
Dwayne  Larsen,  Z.  Reed  Miliar, 
Dale  Despain  and  Ralph  Stewart. 

Senator  Rhoton  reported  that 
the  Senate  would  probably  dis- 
cuss also  the  Campus  Chest  res- 
olution which  was  vetoed  by  stu- 
dentbody  president  Rex  Lee  be- 
cause the  Boy  Scouts  were  to  be 
given  nothing.

Don’t  Need  Bench  . . . 


Utah  State  ‘Upsets’  Redskins 


UTAH  STATE  showed  that  it 
didn’t  need  a bench  and  pulled 
the  biggest  “upset”  of  the  week. 
A tough  defense  and  good  shoot- 
ing led  the  Farmers  past  the 
sixth-ranked  nationally  Red- 
skins, 73-61.  The  Ags  had  four 
men  in  double  figures  including 
Jerry  Schofield  with  21  and  Hal

However,  likewise  this  one  de- 
feat of  the  Hilltoppers  doesn’t 
mean  that  they  can  be  overlook- 
ed when  considering  likely  lau- 
rel winners  in  the  Skyline  set. 


The  Rams  won  again  Satur- 
day, as  did  Denyer,  and  presently 
find  themselves  atop  the  loop 
ladder  with  a 2-0  record.  This 
coming  weekend  the  Rams  tra- 
vel to  Utah  where  they  meet 
USSU  and  BYU,  the  other,  two 
unbeaten  teams  in  the  race. 

THE  RAM-FARMER  game 
must  be  marked  as  another  must 
for  both  clubs  in  the  yet  young 
season. 

Wyoming  will  also  travel  to 
Utah  and  exchange  partners 
with  CSU  on  alternate  nights. 

Utah  and  Montana  take  to  the 
road  to  tangle  with  Denver  and 
New  Mexico  in  the  Southwest. 
The  Utes  and  Grizzlies  will  trade 
opponents  on  the  trip. 

Chances  are  that  after  the  CSU 
squad’s  Western  swing  only  one 
squad  will  remain,  unbeaten,  the 
winner  of  the  USU-CSU  fracas. 


MISSOULA,  Mont.  — Coach 
Stan  Watts  had  been  looking  for 
more  scoring  from  his  guard  line 
and  elusive  junior  guard  Ron 
Abegglen  obliged  with  16  points 
Saturday,  as  BYU  notched  its 
first  conference  win,  63-58  over 
Montana  State  University. 

The  game  was  the  first  of  the 
league  season  for  the  Cougars 
and  left  them  1-0  in  the  stand- 
ings. The  Grizzlies  had  lost  an 
earlier  decision  to  Utah  and  now 
stand  0-2  in  Skyline  action. 

THE  GRIZZLIES  displayed  a 
tough  defense  early  in  the  game 
that  had  held  the  visiting.  Cats 
to  27  points  in  the  first  half.  The 
Silvertips  led  by  as  much  as'  sev- 
en points  in  the  first  stanza  and 
left  the  court  with  a slim  30-27 
advantage.  ' 

But,  Coach  Watts’  charges 
came  back  with  vengeance  after 
the  intermission  to  meet  the 
Grizzly  challenge  and  eventually 
take  the  lead. 

DRIVING  layins  by  Abegglen, 
who  began  to  riddle  the  Silver- 
tip  defense  to  take  high  point 
honors  for  the  Cougars,  brought 
the  score  to  a 37-37  tie.  The 


count  was  knotted  again  at  47- 
47,  48-48  and  50-50  before  three 
successive  hook  shots  by  BYU 
center  Dave  Eastis  put  the  Cats 
in  front  to  stay. 

The  hustling  Grizzlies  got 
nearly  20  more  shots  at  the  buck- 
ets than  the  Provo  quintet,  shoot- 
ing 25  of  75  for  a 33  per  cent 
field  goal  average,  while  the 
Cougars  got  27  out  of  57  from 
the  floor  for  a hot  47  percentage.

BYU  returns  to  the  home 
hardwoods  this  weekend  for  a 
two-game  stand  against  OSU  on 
Friday  and  Wyoming  on  Satur- 
day.
